DISSECTS ANIMALS 
ON VIDEO—AND THE INTERNET LOVES IT

Deep in the bowels of the Field Museum, Emily 
Graslie peels back the fur of a recently deceased gi- 
ant anteater to reveal the pinkish flesh underneath. 

“I think this takes the cake as the strangest animal 
anatomically I’ve ever done,” she says while slicing 
into its abdomen with a scalpel. 

Soon this 82-pound specimen, a former zoo ani- 
mal named Hosenose, will be skinned, dissected, 
stripped of its organs, cleaned and sent off to another 
museum for study or display. 

After that, it’s safe to say the anteater corpse will 
become a minor YouTube celebrity. That’s because 
Hosenose is about to guest-star in a video on The 
Brain Scoop, a YouTube channel devoted to short 
educational videos about museum research that’s 
earned more than 140,000 subscribers and 3 million 
hits in about seven months of existence. 

Brain Scoop’s booming popularity is largely due 
to the cult of personality around Graslie, the bubbly 
24-year-old host whose quirky charm and gee-whiz 
enthusiasm has suddenly made her the Bill Nye or 
Neil deGrasse Tyson of taxidermy and other animal- 
related arcana. 

“With the right personality and the right voice, 
you can make anything interesting,” Brain Scoop 
producer Michael Aranda said. “If Emily wasn’t 
knowledgeable and excited about what she does and 
if she didn’t have a great on-camera personality, none 
of it would be compelling to people online.” 

It’s this rare kind of star power that prompted 
the Field Museum to court Graslie in April with the 
promise of anew position at the museum tailor-made 
for her—chief curiosity correspondent. The idea of 
working every day at one of the top research facili- 
ties in the country and plenty of new material for The 
Brain Scoop was enough to persuade her to leave her 
work at the University of Montana Zoological Muse- 
um and move across the country to Chicago in June. 


SHE’S GOT SUPERFANS 

The Brain Scoop started in January, and it didn’t 
take long for the show to amass hardcore fans, 

a few of whom go too far. Graslie recently got an 
email from a man dying of terminal cancer who 
wanted her to get his body after he passed away 
and dissect it for a future episode and then carve 
one of his bones up and wear it as a charm. 


“It’s been the biggest culture shock ever,” Graslie 
said. “Before I moved here, I’d been in a taxi once 
and had only been on public transit a handful of 
times. But it’s been amazing working here.” 

The hiring comes at a time when the Field Mu- 
seum continues to struggle with long-term debt 
problems while trying to build compelling exhibits 
for the public and continuing to support active sci- 
entific research. 

“It’s not communicated very well that we’re an ac- 
tive research institution,” said Anna Goldman, the 
museum’s mammals preparator and preparation lab 
manager and occasional guest on The Brain Scoop. 
“To a lot of people, museums are dead and dusty, but 
{Graslie] is here saying, ‘Hey, look at all this stuff we 
do here and is used actively every day.”

CHICAGOAN HOME-BREWS A DELICIOUS TALE OF FRIENDSHIP

“Drinking Buddies” director Joe Swanberg 
has been making feature films professionally 
(eight years) for about twice as long as he has 
been brewing craft beer at home for fun. Yet 
to an extent, the Lincoln Square resident fol- 
lows the same approach with both: pursuing 
personal explorations and being proud of the 
experiments, no matter what. 

He made a peanut-butter wheat beer that 
turned out “not bad.” His early, minimalist 
films like “Kissing on the Mouth,” were bad. 
He made cherry ale that exploded all over his 
house. His new movie, “Drinking Buddies,” 
which opens Friday and was largely filmed 
at Revolution Brewing’s facility on Kedzie 
Avenue, is his best onscreen work to date, a 
semi-improvised exploration of workplace 
flirtation and the grander question of how 
you know you're in love with the right one. 
Chicago native Jake Johnson and Olivia Wilde 
play the flirty Revolution employees; Anna 
Kendrick and Ron Livingston are their signifi- 
cant others. Over beer at Revolution Brewery 
on Milwaukee Avenue, Swanberg, 31, talked 
about the lack of innocence behind skinny- 
dipping, his personal connection to the 
“Drinking Buddies” plot and how the movie 
would be different were it filmed in a distillery.

Is there a fun story about hanging in Chicago 
with the cast that you haven’t told before? 
Shooting in Chicago was great, but we were 
working. We were doing 12-hour days, and 

we were pretty exhausted. The three days 
that were the most memorable to me were 
actually the ones where we snuck away to 
Michigan and we were shooting on the beach. 
It was really lovely. In Chicago, at the end 

of the day everybody just wants to go home. 
Nobody lives very far away, so everybody 
jumps in their car and splits. In Michigan, we 
were around New Buffalo and when the day 
ended we would crack open beers and build a 
bonfire on the beach and go swimming. 


And you went skinny-dipping, like in the 
movie?

No skinny-dipping. Well, maybe. I wasn’t 
skinny-dipping. I had to be professional. 


Skinny-dipping comes into play in this movie 
because yourre dealing with this gray area 
of when yourre not crossing the line but also 
sort of crossing the line. Can skinny-dipping 
ever be innocent? 

I feel like the presence of old people could 
make skinny-dipping innocent. It needs to be 
de-sexualized in some way. Now I sound age- 
ist. Not that old people aren’t sexual. Yeah, I 
feel like if it’s a bunch of people in their 20s 
skinny-dipping, there’s inherently some sort 
of sexual vibe going on. Unless you’ve grown 
up ina nudist colony and that’s just the way 
you swim. 


For you being married for so long, it must 
have been interesting to go back and explore 
these feelings that cropped up in your rela- 
tionship. You partially based Anna’s charac- 
ter on your wife. How did she feel about that, 
based on the way it all turned out? 

You know, fine. My wife is also a filmmaker, 
and so we help each other out on our projects. 
We both make personal films that are rooted 
in our relationship and in our friends’ rela- 
tionships and things that we see around us. 
Anna and Jake’s relationship is sort of mod- 
eled on my wife and I at the point in our rela- 
tionship right before we got married. And the 
films that my wife has made are also modeled 
on things that we were going through in our 
relationship. It’s a useful way to discuss that

stuff. For me, making a movie like “Drinking 

Buddies” is a useful way to reflect on that and 
also to explore the choices that we made and 

also to introduce fiction into it, of things that 
we didn’t do or alternate paths that we could 

have taken. 


How do you think this movie would be inter- 
esting if it were shot in a distillery? 

I don’t know the distillery culture very well. 

I bet it would be similar but— it’s interesting, 
for some reason I picture a distillery being a 
slightly quieter kind of place. When I think of 
breweries, I think of heavy metal music playing. 
When I picture a distillery, I picture older... 


Like people with their heads on the bar... 

No, not at all. I just mean when I picture 

a distillery I picture an old tradition of 
Kentucky gentlemen passing recipes down 
through their families. When I picture brew- 
eries, it’s a much newer thing. Craft beer in 
American got reignited in the late ’70s when 
Jimmy Carter re-legalized home brewing. The 
oldest craft breweries in America are like late 
708, early 80s. 


You would have had to do a love story be- 
tween two old Kentucky gentlemen. 
“Drinking Buddies” in a distillery is some- 
body who looks like Colonel Sanders having 
a flirtatious workplace relationship with 
somebody’s great-great-granddaughter from, 
like, the Van Winkle family. I'll stick to beer.

Sigh—can’t Taylor Swift 
and John Mayer just 
get over it already?

John Mayer is as well-known for his expansive 
collection of famous ex-girlfriends as for his 
music. It’s a list of dalliances that reportedly 
includes —but doesn’t appear limited to—Jen- 
nifer Aniston, Jessica Simpson, Jennifer Love 
Hewitt and Katy Perry, with whom he’s in- 
volved at the moment. 

The singer-guitarist responsible for such 
sensitive soft-rock hits as “Gravity” and “Your 
Body Is a Wonderland” may have forged deep, 
meaningful connections with each of these 
women. (In a notorious 2010 interview with 
Playboy he described Simpson as “sexual na- 
palm,” which suggests depth of some kind.) 

Judging by their work, though, it’s unlikely 
that he’s ever found someone more in tune 
with his notions about love and fame—and 
how they might co-exist—than Taylor Swift. 
The pop-country superstar is said to have 
dated Mayer in 2009, and since then the two 
seem to have been using their music to wage 
a back-and-forth war over what went wrong. 

Their relationship certainly appears to be 
the subject of “Paper Doll,” the lead single 
from Mayer’s appealingly provocative new 
album, “Paradise Valley,” which after a recent 
round of image rehabilitation finds the singer 
pushing buttons again. 

Ina telling coincidence, the record came out 
Tuesday, the same day Swift played the Staples

Center in L.A. “You're like 22 girls in one, and 
none of them know what they're running 
from,” Mayer tells an ex over “Paper Doll’s” 
slow-rolling soul-rock groove. “Was it just too 
far to fall for a little paper doll?” 

Swift fans, of course, will recognize that 
number from the title of her recent single 
“22”— about being “happy, free, confused and 
lonely at the same time”—and the bit about 
running away as an apparent reference to 
“Dear John,” Swift’s own slow-rolling kiss-off 
from 2010’s quadruple-platinum “Speak Now.” 

“T'll look back and regret I ignored when 
they said, ‘Run as fast as you can,’ ” she sings 
in “Dear John,” itself a follow-up to a Mayer- 
Swift duet, “Half of My Heart,” on his point- 
edly titled 2009 album “Battle Studies.” 

Plenty more of those knowing allusions 
crop up throughout “Paradise Valley,” which 
draws its title from the remote Montana area 
where Mayer bought a home in 2012. For 
“Who You Love,” the album’s best song, he 
drafts Perry for a lusciously appointed (and 
pretty convincing) defense of Hollywood 
bed-hopping. “You can’t make yourself stop 
dreaming who you’re dreaming of,” he ob- 
serves in his raspy sore-throat croon, before 
Perry takes over and describes, more or less, 
how awesome it is to go out with John Mayer. 

“Some have said his heart’s too hard to 
hold,” she sings, “But you should see him 
when he shines.” 

For Swift and Mayer, 21st-century celebrity 
is asolo endeavor to which virtually no one can 
relate. Is it any wonder they keep in touch?

A first taste of The 


Langham’s luxe new 
restaurant Travelle

Chef Tim Graham (Tru, Paris Club) was inspired 
by his grandmother’s National Geographic collec- 
tion—spanning from the 1890s to the late 1980s— 
to explore the culinary diversity of the Mediterra- 
nean at Travelle, anew

the late ’60s and’7os 
{National Geographic] had so much about Egypt. 
There were these beautiful photos that had me 
traveling vicariously.” I set out on my own journey 
to discover the execution of Graham’s inspiration, 
hoping Travelle would be an exotic and refreshing 
respite. What I found was a bit of a strange trip. 


HEY, GOOD LOOKIN 


The Langham, situated in the former IBM build- 
ing designed by Ludwig Mies van der Rohe, is a 
den of luxury. The common areas of the hotel are 
some of the most beautiful I’ve seen since the 
Coco Chanel-inspired environs of the Waldorf As- 
toria (formerly the Elysian). The first-floor lobby of 
The Langham features a glinting gold-bead curtain 
backing a giant stone bust: It’s a stoic Roman head, 
elongated so it looks thin and drawn like a fun- 
house mirror reflection— slightly disorienting but 
nonetheless cool. The dining room at Travelle feels 
like a sort of updated mid-century modern “Mad 
Men” aesthetic, with its freestanding semicircular 
banquettes perched on stainless steel spindles and 
Scandinavian-style dark wood and white leather 
dining chairs. I loved the repeating geometry of 
the Marina City parking garage arches offered 
through the western-facing windows. 


SHOOTING FOR 
POUR STARS 


The luxe design isn’t the only thing that signals 
fine-dining ambitions at Travelle. Dinner begins

with complimentary amuse bouche and ends with 
mignardise (tiny sweet post-dinner snacks), but 
unfortunately, the amuse was a flat watermelon 
juice lacking punch and seasoning. As expected at 
a high-end restaurant, servers bring new napkins if 
you go to the restroom and the red wine is served 
in elegant Riedel glasses. The servers share a lot 
of knowledge when you inquire about a particular 
wine, but those same servers also removed plates 
too quickly or fumbled as they set them down. 
And mine made promises to gets answers about 
ingredients in certain dishes ... and never returned 
with those answers. Four-star ambitions, two-star 
execution. 


THE MENU THAT 
GOES ON AND ON 


Chef Graham has moved away from the emul- 
sions and fancy food stabilizers he used at Tru in 
favor of classic, unfussy techniques such as baking 
red snapper en papillote (wrapped in parchment, 
$26). The fish steamed in its own juices is incred- 
ibly flaky and wafts a tempting thyme vapor when 
the packet is presented tableside, almost perfect, 
except the tiny whole peeled tomatoes served with 
the fish could have used a touch more salt. Graham 
creates silky ravioli stuffed with tender rich short 
rib sprinkled with slightly bitter and fruity currants 
and crispy pita crumbs ($21). While there are many 
simply prepared and reasonably priced dishes, the 
menu—clocking at more than 50 items when I 
dined—also included $135 seafood towers, $300 
portions of Russian golden osetra caviar and four 
steak dishes. I understand why: The dining room is 
full of pearl-wearing older ladies and suit-clad men 
with expensive watches. There’s clearly money to 
be spent. Yet when I dined, not one single table 
ordered those towers.

THE GHB OAR Ear aNIDY 


The cocktails (and their prices) echo the 
upscale vibe. The Madhatttan cocktail (Rit- 
tenhouse rye and Carpano Antica sweet 
vermouth) was spicy, woodsy, balanced and 
topped with a foie gras-stuffed cherry, but the 
foie added nothing to the drink and felt like a 
gimmicky attempt to justify the $19 price tag. 
A cool and bracing Russian Standard vodka 


martini garnished with a truffle- and caviar- 
stuffed olive was also a poor investment at 
$22; while the few salty pearls of caviar add- 
ed a nice seasoning, the rich perfume of the 
truffle shavings was drowned by the liquor. 
With master mixologists such as Paul McGee 
(Three Dots and a Dash) or Mike Ryan (Sable 
Kitchen & Bar) charging $13 for their cock 
tails just a few blocks away, the drinks here felt 
incredibly overpriced. 


NOT-SO-TINY 
OSMALL PLATES 


Let’s talk about the section of the menu pre- 
ciously entitled “diminutive introductions.” 
While that'd make a fine title for a backstage 
meet-and-greet with the Smurfs, it doesn’t 
really clue you in to what you’re getting, which 
are generous, well-portioned small plates. At 
many shared-plates spots, you often have to 
order two of everything for a group of four. At 
Travelle, almost all the small plates— toasted 
bread rounds heaped with bright, sweet 
mounds of crab and thick dabs of funky, briny 
sea urchin roe ($18) or torpedo-shaped falafel 
($11) bursting with spicy vadouvan, a French- 
Indian curry spice blend with shallots and 
garlic—come with at least four nicely sized 
bites. The crispy fried saganaki chicken wings 
($13) are bathed in oregano and olive oil and 
splashed with fennel-infused spirits and lit on 
fire, Greektown-style. The servers don't yell 
“Opa!” but I exclaimed it in my brain anyway. 
Hooters could learn a thing or two from chef 
Graham. And yet, for every chicken wing, 
there’s still a complex dish such as the seacute- 
rie ($32 for three pieces, $59 for five pieces), an 
assortment of seafood-based charcuterie that 
includes a bouillabaisse dome featuring lob- 
ster, shrimp and clams encapsulated in a gelled 
fish stock seasoned with saffron and Pernod. 
The jiggly golden dome looked like fossilized 
amber, but the gel had none of the anise and 
herbal tones of Pernod I expected to taste. 

A carpaccio-like purple-and-white mosaic of 
tender octopus looked stunning but tasted 


bland, while smoky whitefish spread with 
tangy pink pickled onion slightly redeemed 
the platter. 


ASWEET STAR IS BORN 


The most incredible part of my meal was 

a grapefruit pithivier ($9), a puff pastry 

round topped with moist cake and bruleed 
grapefruit surrounded by candied cashews, 
grapefruit meringues and a dollop of honey ice 
cream. With the tough skin removed from the 
grapefruit segments, each cell burst with juice 
and the bitterness of the grapefruit was lifted 
by the sweetness of the honey. A study in con- 
trasting textures and temperatures, this was 
one of the best desserts I’ve had in a while. 
Baklava ($9) also got an update, with tradi- 
tional walnuts and honey replaced by Nutella 
and toasted hazelnuts. Langham pastry chef 
Scott Green, who was the 2012 silver medal- 
ist at the World Pastry Championship in Las 
Vegas, is a bona fide up-and-coming star. 


THE BOTTOM LINI 
Does Travelle want to cater to investment 
bankers or casual restaurant-seeking foodies? 
They need to make a choice. Right now, the 
service and some of the food is confusing and 
inconsistent. Desserts, however, are destina- 
tion-worthy.

Husbands 
Thursdays, CW Seed 


Two years ago, the 
trailblazing digital 
series “Husbands” 
turned the newlywed 
sitcom on its head by 
focusing on two gay 
men in love who were 
presented, without 
apology, in all their stereotypical glory. (It also 
predicted the legalization of gay marriage 
and the public coming out of a professional 
athlete.) 

Strip away those highbrow accomplish- 
ments, however, and “Husbands” remains a 
success simply because it’s funny and wildly 
entertaining. 

So it’s little surprise that The CW snapped 
up the comedy to help launch its new all- 
digital network, CW Seed. The network 
bowed Aug. 15 with the Season 3 premiere of 
“Husbands” and three other series. 

Created and executive produced by Brad 
Bell and Jane Espenson (“Once Upon A 
Time,” “Buffy the Vampire Slayer”), “Hus- 
bands” began its life on YouTube and other 
sites after a Kickstarter campaign raised 
enough money to film 11 2-minute episodes. 

That first season kicked off the morning 
after the booze-fueled Las Vegas wedding 
of “feminine” actor Cheeks (Bell) and his 
“straight-acting” boyfriend of a few dates, 
pro baseball player Brady (Sean Hemeon). 
(In “Husbands” land, gay marriage already 
was legal.) The guys considered getting a 
quickie divorce, but worried that with their 
high-profile celebrity, they would damage the 
gay marriage movement. Instead of pulling 
a Britney, they got to know each other and 
began to fall in love. 


In its second season, “Husbands” ex- 
panded with longer episodes and more guest 
stars. It tackled bigger societal issues as the 
celebrity newlyweds struggled to make their 
very public marriage work. 

Like any married couple, Brady and 
Cheeks still are working things out at the 
beginning of Season 3, which adds notable 
guest stars Amy Acker, Seth Green, Michael 
Hogan, Beth Grant, Deb Theaker and Janina 
Gavankar, who play family members, exes 
and new neighbors, among others. 

Kicking off six weeks after their Las Vegas 
wedding, “I Do Over, Part 1” opens with the 
boys “ruining our wedding,” as their friend 
and re-do wedding planner, Haley (Alessan- 
dra Torresani), screams when they run from 
the altar. 

“When we got drunk-married, I thought 
I didn’t know you,” Cheeks says to Brady. 
“Now, I know I don’t know you.” 

Brady, in turn, says he has learned more 
about Cheeks “in the last nine hours than I 
have in the last 90 days.” 

“Husbands” learns more about the boys in 
less than nine minutes per episode. Writers 
Espenson and Bell manage to pack more 
social satire and rom-com fun into a brief epi- 
sode of “Husbands” than many TV sitcoms 
do in 22 minutes. 

Yet I can’t help but complain, because the 
episodes zip by in a flash. Quickies can be 
great, but I wish “Husbands” would stay over 
longer.

Real talk: Are you 
a disaster magnet?

Do you ever feel you are magnetically drawn 
to the wrong people? Do you keep repeating 
the same dysfunctional relationship patterns? 
Perhaps you're suffering from what therapist 
and author Ross Rosenberg calls the “Human 
Magnet Syndrome,” or the unconscious mag- 
netic pull of opposite personality types. 

“The early childhood experience sets our 
relationship GPS,” said Rosenberg, a psycho- 
therapist and author of “The Human Magnet 
Syndrome: Why We Love People Who Hurt 
Us.” “When you have someone who is the 
caretaker, or codependent personality, and 
they meet the care-needer, or narcissist, it 
seems like the perfect match at first, but over 
time, it becomes a disaster.” 

Here are some of Rosenberg’s tips to break- 
ing your dysfunctional relationship patterns. 


Know the characteristics 

of a healthy relationship 

“There is no perfect relationship, but the secret 
to a healthy one is respect, mutuality, reciproc- 
ity and communication. This can be with a 
spouse, a boss or even a family member. Even 
if there are arguments, a healthy partner wants 


to empower and build up and respect and help 
their partner get what they need to fulfill their 
dreams.” 


Get the appropriate help 

Rosenberg said if you recognize dysfunctional 
behaviors in yourself and want to get help, be 
sure you get the right therapist. “Seek psycho- 
logical services from someone who under- 
stands codependency. The worst thing you can 
do is spend your hard-earned money on some- 
one who just lets you vent.” 


You’re worth it 

“The codependents are brainwashed to think 
it’s needy and selfish to ask for things for them- 
selves,” he said. “Never forget that you’re worth 
the same amount of love that you give some- 
one else. It’s so hard for the codependent to 
remember this.” 


Don’t give up 

“When someone starts to get healthy and real- 
izes they deserve more and they start to set 
boundaries, their relationships go into chaos 
and conflict and that’s what sends the code- 
pendents into relapse. If you are brave and 
courageous and stick with the work, you will 
find that the people who don't love you are go- 
ing to go away.”
